•Kira' club in Hebbum is a fairly new venue where more and more bands are beginning 
to play. The place itself hold only about 100, and it wasn't much short of that 
tonight for the 'Public Toys', who only live down the road, and all their mates 
where there tonight- to see what turned out to be their last gig before losing 
their guitarist, Robby..
